Pubs usually have two or three different rooms. There is usually a saloon bar and 
also a public bar, where the drinks are cheaper. The pub is a very friendly place 
where some people sit and drink at tables, and others prefer to stand at the bar 
talking and drinking. Although the main business of a pub is to sell drinks, most 
pubs also provide light refreshments and snacks — bread and cheese, sandwi¬ 
ches, meat pies, and one or two simple hot dishes. 

There are many types of pubs in London. Some are of historical interest. They are 
often several years old and have interesting architecture, for example the George 
Inn in Southwark, or Charles Dickens's favourite pub, the Old Cock Tavern in Fleet 
Street. 

Several pubs in London have small gardens with tables, chairs and umbrellas in 
bright colours. On Sunday mornings garden pubs are always very busy. Some are 
on the banks of the River Thames, for example the famous Prospect of Whitby in 
the heart of the London docks, the River Side in Upper Thames Street, and the 
Trafalgar Tavern at Greenwich. The riverside pubs, and also the garden pubs, are 
very popular with young people. Also music pubs are popular and you can drink 
while listening to folk music, rock or jazz. The Bull’s Head at Barnes, for example, 
has a reputation for being the best modern jazz pub in England.
